; Plot to block 
{ probe charged 
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vVASHINGTON — F’ederal law-en- 
forcement agencies are trying to 
block a new- probe of the assassina- 
tions of President John F. Kennedy 
and the Rev. Dr. Martin Luther King 
Jr., the would-be chairman for a 
House investigation of the slayings 
said yesterday. 

Rep. Henry Gonzalez (D., Tex.) 
said there were “ strong and organ- 
ized forces which are dedicated to 
stopping this investigation in its 
tracks.” 

Gonzalez made the statement be- 
fore the. House Rules' Committee, 
which will decide whether a reso- 
lution to continue the investigating 
committee will, be sent to the House 
floor for a vote. 

Gonzalez did not identify the law- 
enforcement agencies during the 
Rules Committee meeting, but after- 
wards said that retired and active 
FBI agents were part of the effort. 

The chief counsel for the investiga- 
tion is former Philadelphia First As- 
sistant District Attorney Richard A. 
Sprague, whose request for a 56 . 5 - 
million budget has met stiff opposi- I
